That on May 27, 2015 an email was sent from Deputy 
Chief Disselhorst notifying you that you were not in your assigned vehicle and to not use vehicles 
other than your assigned vehicle. That on June 1, 2015 the vehicle assignment sheet was posted 
and presented to all supervisors. That Sergeant Pekar was assigned to unit 510 on June 1, 2015. 
That on July 13, 2015 you were involved in a motor vehicle crash involving Norridge squad 
vehicle number 511. That your specifically assigned unit is 510 which was operational on the 
date of July 13, 2015.
